[Text] Another post of Deputy Secretary-General of the Mano River Union is to be 
established. 


This is one of the recommencations presented by the Technical Committee to the Union 
Ministerial Committee. The Technical Committee was appointed to examine tne basic 
documents and reports and to submit recommendations for the restructuring of the 
Mano River Union. 


The Ministerial Committee mandated by the Union's Council of Ministers to review 
the entire structure and instruments of the Union in 1977 has met in Freetown to 
examine--the report submitted by the Technical Committee. 


The mandate was necessitated by the accession of the People's revolutionary Repub- 
lic of Guinea. 


The Technical Committee reviewed and consolidated all Mano River Union protocols to 
reflect the adhession of a third member state. 

It also considered the expansion of some of the Secretariat's Division; job de- 
scriptions and curricula vitae for all professional staff and Guinea’s participa- 
tion in the Mano River Union Training Institutions. 


The Committee recommeneded that one of the Deputy Secretaries General should be re- 


sponsible for Technical Services while the other should take charge of 
administration.

[Text] Yaounde, 31 Dec (AFP)--Advance elements of Hissein Habre's fan are now some 

10 kilometers from the township of Ati--situated some 400 kilometers to the east of 

Ndjamena--where nearly 2,000 troops of the inter-African force concentrated, inform- 
ed sources in Yaounde stated on Thursday. 


However, it was denied in the Cameroonian capital that Hissein Habre troops have 
encircled the OAU peacekeeping force of Nigeria and Zairian contingents stationed 
in Ati as announced by radio Tripoli on Wednesday. 


The fan elements presently near Ati are few, and do not possess the material means 
to encircle Ati, it was said in Yaounde. 


In the first place, the feeling prevailing among observers in Cameroon, Chad's 
neighboring country, is that the fan will content itself with avoiding Ati and 
head for Ndjamena without seeking any clash with the inter-African force. 


It will be recalled that Hissein Habre has always said that he favors the mainten- 
ance of the African blue helmets [OAU troops] in Chad. 


During a recent interview with the weekly express, he stated that the chances of 
the success of the inter-African force depended solely on its neutrality, adding 
that the fan will not fight this force unless it attacks us. And the leadership 
of the neutral force has never expressed an intention to oppose Hissein Habre's 

troops militarily. 


This conservative attitude provoked head of state Goukouni Oueddei's anger. A few 
days ago he denounced the passiveness, and therefore the uselessness of OAU force 
in Chad, and proposed to replace it with an extra-African force. 


On the contrary, for Hissein Habre, the maintenance of a neutral force of the 
nationil territory can eventually favor the establishment of a process leading to 
the settlement of the Chadian tragedy. 


According to observers, the fan leader should avoid any clash with the neutral force 
and thus prove African opinion wrong. 


As for Hissein Habre's declaration that he could oppose President Goukouni Oueddei 
militarily for years, one day or the other, observers say in Yaounde, all Chadians 
must necessarily join with him for the establishment of a lasting peace in Chad. 


The opinions of several Chadians who favor the organization of a comprehensive 
negotiation on the problem including the fan, have, however, been heard. Here are 

a few of them: Abba Siddick, the leader of the original Frolinat; and Moussa Medela 
Mahamat said, the leader of the western armed forces. The fact remains that 
Goukouni Oueddei's regime is immediately confronted with the unrelenting fan 
aggression toward Ndjamena. 


The towns of Biltine, Abeche, Oum Hadjer and the most important villages in eastern 
Chad are being occupied by the fan. A great part of the population seems to have 
been won over by them. According to bits of information coming from Yaounde, the 
rebel forces have not stopped recruiting men from among the Haredjai people in the 
region since their installation in Abeche and Oum Hadjer. They also possess signifi- 
cant military equipment. 


Henceforth, the question is to know whether the neutral inter-African force stationed 


at Ati will move out of the town to form a barrier and hold the fan drive at bay and 
also if it really has the means to undertake this operation without combat.

SOUTH AFRICAN'S LOAN TO PARTY OFFICIALS DISCLOSED

In all the current rumpus about alleged corruption in the People’s 
National Party, one story has been hanging uround in the background. 
writes a correspondent. That is the story of the 800,000 rand loan made 
by Mr. Marino Chiavelli, a controversial Italian businessman now living 
in South Africa, to Mr. Kwasi Ofori, national treasurer of the PNP. and 
Mr. Krobo Edusei. the CPP and PNP ‘stalwart’. The fact that this story 
has not been exploited against Mr. Ofori in the present inner party 
turbulence suggests that he holds some strong cards. 

According to Mr. Chiavelli, he made the 800,000 rand loan (approx- 
imately £435,000) on October 18. 1979, to Mr. Ofori and Mr. Edusei 
acting on behalf of the People’s National Party. In a writ filed before a 
London High Court. Mr. Chiavelli said his loan to the party would be 
repaid on demand, and Mr. Ofori and Mr. Edusei, defendants in Mr. 
Chiavelli's writ, were said to have guaranteed repayment and indemnity 
against default. Mr. Chiavelli said in his claim that in May this year he 
wrote to the PNP (former) chairman, Nana Okutwer Bekoe. and to both 
defendants demanding repayment of the loan on June 9, but they 
allegedly refused to pay the money he is now claiming with interest. 

In Ghana, the story first appeared in The Believer. Although neither 
the Daily Graphic nor the Ghanaian Times picked up the story, The 
Punch somewhat predictably came out soon afterwards with a short 
article explaining that the loan was made not to the PNP as a party, but 
to the two individuals named, Mr. Ofori and Mr. Edusei. It emphasised 
that the loan was made after the PNP took office. It explained neither 
what the loan was for, nor why the two people had contracted such a 
large loan from such a source. One implication of this explanatory story 
was to pre-empt any suggestions that the PNP was doing shady business 
with a controversial businessman living in South Africa.

CANADIAN HYDROPOWER, SANITATION LOANS--The Canadian Government is to grant Ghana 
loans totalling ¢23.9m. to expand projects being taken by the Volta River 
Authority (VRA) and the Ghana Water and Sewerage Corporation (GWSC). Two 
separate agreements were signed by the Minister of Finance and Economic Plan- 
ning, Professor George Benneh, and the Canadian High Commissioner to Ghana, 

Mr Marc Faguy. The first agreement covers general development co-operation 
between the two countries. The second makes available to the VRA a loan of 
¢6.9m. to establish a training programme for its staff in order to produce 
highly qualified personnel to man existing and future hydro-power installations 
in Ghana. The loan which is interest free is repayable over 50 years with a 
ten-year grace period. The Ghana Water and Sewerage Corporation also gets 
¢l7m. under the same terms to improve its services to the people in the Upper 
Region. Professor Benneh said that a committee, "Ghana Aid Planners" has been 
set up to monitor the effective and efficient utilisation of all foreign zid to 
the country. He added that the government attached great importance to hydro- 
power development since "it is a potential source of_saving the country from 
the disastrous effects of increasing oil prices." /Text/ /London WEST AFRICA

COUP RUMORS DENIED 16 DEC--The Government has assured the general public that 
there has not been any attempt by any group of people or individuals to disturb 
the peace of this country. A statement issued from the Castle and signed by 

Mr Razak El-Alawa, Press Secretary at the Office of the Vice-President yesterday 
said: "The attention of Government has been drawn to recent articles in some of 
our local weeklies about threats to peace and stability in the country. In these 
publications allegations were made about attempts by some unnamed individuals to 
disturb the peace and our constitutional order and that they had been foiled at 
the last minute by the security agencies. The net effect of this has been to 
create anxiety among sections of the population and has generated rumours about 
possible threats to national security. Government wishes to take the opportunity 
to inform the general public that in so far as government is aware there is no 
foundation whatsoever in these newspaper allegations. Government will not hesi- 
tate to inform the general public if there should be any attempt to disturb the 
peace of this country. Government is appreciative of the concern shown by the 
general public for stability and the success of our newly won democracy and will 


continue to rely on the vigilance of the public," the statement concluded. [Text]

INFLATION INCREASING--Inflation for the 12 months to July 1981, was 106.6 per cent 
per annum. This means that inflation is increasing (at an increasing rate), as 
the figure for the 12 months to June 1981 was "just" 102.4 per cent per annum. 

The figures in 1980 were nowhere near as high; the rate of inflation for the year 
to July 1980 was 26.2 per cent per annum. The consumer price index for July 1981 
was 120.9 per cent above that recorded in July 1980, which means that consumer 
items have taken a disproportionately big share of the general increase in prices.

NEW GUIDELINES ON IMPORTING RICE--The People's Redemption Council [PRC] has issued 
policy guidelines to govern the importation of rice. The policy is designed to 
provide government with funds needed to support local rice development projects in 
the rural sectors. The guidelines were contained in a policy statement read simu- 
ltaneously on radio and television on behalf of government in Monrovia early this 
week by Commerce Minister Capt Jones A. Summer, who is also chairman of the rice 
committee. The issuance of the guidelines follows the PRC's approval of recommenda- 
tions submitted to it by the rice committee appointed and mandated by Commander in 
Chief Samuel K. Doe to review the process of importing rice. The statement said 

the government has decided to open the importation of rice to all qualified business 
house in Liberia, within the framework of its free enterprise policy, to ascertain 
constant and sufficient supply of rice on the Liberian market. Under the guidelines, 
potential importers are required to register legally with the commerce ministry and 
must be in the position to meet the financial requirements to enable them handle 

all aspects of rice importation. Under the guidelines impcrters are allowed to 
import any quality of rice of their choice but the percentage of broken rice in 

any given quality will not be permitted to exceed 55 percent. Also among the 10 
point guidelines, the purchase price of paddy rice has been raised to 18 cents per 
lb, from 12 cents per 1b, and the selling price of 100 lb bag for the least quality 
made rice shall be $24.

THE Minister of Education and Cul: 
ture, Mr. Dick Matenje, speaking on 
behalf of the Minister of Forestry and 
Natural Resources, Mr. John 
Liwewe, told Parliament in Zomba 
today that although many people in 
this country have grown in the belief 
that there are no commercially valu- 
able minerals in MalaWi, present in- 
dications are that there are some very 
important minerals in the country and 
some of them are currently being ex- 
ploited. 

The Minister was replying to a 
question from the |§Member 
for Karonga South, Mr. L.K. 
Nyirenda, who asked the Minister to 
make a statement regarding mining 
industry in the country and with spe- 
cial reference to coal in Karonga dis- 
trict. 

_Mr. Matenje explained that the 
point he wished to emphasise, how- 
ever, was that mining does not only 
embrace the exploitation of the high 
value commodities such as gold, 
diamonds, copper or tin but also the 
production of coal, lime, ceramic 
clays and other industrial minerals 
for the domestic economy. 

The Minister said, the importance 
of these minerals is, indeed very sig- 
nificant inspite of their generally low 
intrinsic values. 
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Mr. Matenje cited an example of 
limestone being extracted at Chan- 
galume and elsewhere in the country 
which is processed to produce ce- 
ment and lime which are very essen- 
tial materials in the construction in- 
dustry and in the case of lime, in 
sugar refinery. 

Ceramic clays, the Minister said, 
are also mined at various localities 
for the production of bricks and pot- 
tery, which are also very valuable 
contributions to the socio-economic 
development of the country. .

AGREEMENT WITH FRANCE--Minister delegate to the Ministry of External Relations for 
Cooperation Jean-Pierre Cot signed a general agreement for cooperation in Maputo on 
19 December, which opens a new era of cooperation between France and Mozambique iu 
the field of economic and political relations. According to this agreement, a 
mixed commission is established, which will meet for the first time at the beginning 
of 1982 and every two years thereafter. The financial protocols included in the 
agreement refer to French assistance of about 160 million francs in the field of 
cotton. France has been providing technical assistance in this field for a ‘number 
of years. In addition, within the framework of a scientific and technical coopera- 
tion agreement signed in July 1980, the Geological and Mining Research Bureau (BRGM) 
has been participating in the geological and mining inventory of the country. Trade 
exchanges between France and Mozambique are modest. France imports mainly sugar 

and crustaceans, while Mozambique purchases vehicles and equipment material. A 
significant aspect of Jean-Pierre Cot's visit to Mozambique was the desire to clearly 
affirm the will to intensify the dialogue established under the Giscard d‘Estaing 
government with Lusophone Africa. This task is made easier by the fact that the 

two countries hold almost similar views on some of the larger issues of the moment, 
among them the future of Namibia and the North-South dialogue.

Nigeria has a new newspaper: the Weekly Eagle, to 
be followed by the Daily Eagle in March next year. 
Published in Aba, capital of Imo state, its launching 
was attended by an unprecedented number of 
notables who support the ruling National Party of 
Nigeria (NPN), including senate president Dr Joseph 
Wayas, NPN national chairman A. M. A. Akinloye, 
three NPN state governors and Dr K. O. Mbadiwe, 
President Shagari’s special adviser on national 
assembly affairs, who is behind the publishing ven- 
ture. 

' The ceremony was the climax of a political rally in 
Aba ‘‘to mark the emergence of the NPN in that part 
of the country’’, in the words of the party’s deputy 
national secretary, Dr Roland Anyanwu, chairman 
of the paper’s launching committee. Dr Anyanwu 
conceded that the company was being set up to 
counteract the Nigerian Statesman, a daily published 
from nearby Owerri, which supports the Nigerian 
Peoples Party (NPP). Imo and neighbouring Anam- 
bra both elected NPP governinents in 1979. With the 
approach of the 1983 elections, the NPN has embark- 
ed on a major campaign to win support in these two 
Ibo states, which once formed the heartland of seces- 
sionist Biafra. The issues and personalities surroun- 
ding the 1967-70 civil war have re-emerged to a sur- 
prising extent to form an integral part of the 1983 
election campaign, which has already started, with 
the press in the forefront.

started the NPN drive in Imo and Anambra by form- 
ing the Committee Against Tyranny (CAT), whose 
chairman C. O. D Ekwensi, is managing director of 
the new company. CAT will initially be funded by 
50,000 naira from the Kingsley Ozuomba Mbadiwe 
Foundation, a charity set up by Mbadiwe over 20 
years ago. The first issue which CAT is to fight in the 
Eagle is the revocation by Anambra state governor, 
Jim Nwobodo, of title deeds to land held by some 
prominent citizens. The legality of this is now being 
tested in the courts, but Nwobodo recently said that 
the examination of title deeds would continue 


because it was ‘‘not fair for some individuals to own 


over 150 plots while some have none’. Mbadiwe 
took up the cudgels on behalf of the dis-affected lan- 
downers, likening the governor’s revocation order to 
the abandoned property issue arising from the civil 
war, when Ibo houses in Port Harcourt were taken 
over by non-Ibos as soon as the Biafran army had 
been forced to retreat. 

This issue remains unresolved and is causing Ibo 
grievances. Mbadiwe has been trying to play on these 
feelings by telling the Ibos that while Shagari was 
taking an ‘‘active interest’’ in this question on the na- 
tional level, Nwobodo was ‘“‘seizing the property of 
his own kith and kin’’ for the government. To get the 
point over, however, he had to take a full-page 
advertisement in the Daily Times, the oldest of 
Nigeria’s national newspaper, but less influential in 
Imo and Anambra than the local pro-NPP press with 
which the Eagle papers hope to compete. 

Another highly-charged controversy deriving from 
the civil war concerns Ojukwu’s fate. Calls for an 
amnesty to allow him to return were expected from 








NPP circles, but the question is receiving at least as 


much attention in papers supporting the main op- 
position Unity Party of Nigeria (UPN). Under the 
heading ‘*We All Want Ojukwu Back’’ an editorial 
in the Ibadan-based Daily Sketch askea: ‘‘What 
crime did Ojukwu commit that others did not 
perpetrate?’’ The Nigerian Tribune, which also sup- 
ports the UPN and its leader, Chief Awolowo, 
declared that ‘‘Papa Awo was the first political 
leader to announce that he would grant amnesty to 
Gowon and Ojukwu, if he was elected president’’. 


The UPN press preoccupation with Biafra is not 
surprising. Awolowo was federal finance commis- 
sioner during the civil war, and in this capacity 
justified the blockade of Biafra — a sentiment which 
the Ibos have not forgiven, as he discovered from the 
hostile reception he was given in Imo and Anambra 
when he campaigned for the 1979 elections. The 
UPN now wants an alliance with the NPP for 1983, 
and its newspapers miss no chance of expounding the 
‘*deliberate distortions’’ by the NPN of Awolowo’s 
role in the war cabinet, despite all the ‘‘hard evidence 
to show the boundless love of the UPN leader for the 
Ibos’’, in the words of the Tribune leader writer. A 
recently published collection of Awolowo’s speeches 
— ‘*Awo on the Nigerian Civil War’’ — is being 
serialized at length in the Sunday Tribune to give the 
lie to ‘‘NPN propaganda’’; as Awo had made plain, 
the Ibos were ‘‘intelligent people who could tell who 
their true friends are’. 

The NPN press is reaching even further back into 
history for political ammunition. The National Con- 
cord, which is aimed at readers in Lagos and other 
UPN states, is serializing in full the four volumes of 
the 1962 Coker Report, to tell a new generation of 
Nizerians how the Awolowo government in the 
f' simer Western Region was discredited. The Coker 
( ommission was set up to investigate the marketing 
corporations in the region and found that £16.3m 
(then the equivalent of one and a half times the 
regional government’s annual revenue) was mis- 
appropriated by the ruling party. The Coker Report 
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has found its way on to the front pages in another 
way. In October the Kaduna-based New Nigerian 
published a long statement by Michael Ani, chairman 
of the Federal Election Commission in the run-up to 
1979, in which he claimed to have intervened on 
behalf of Awolowo in eliminating a constitutional 
clause disqualifying candidates who had been found 
guilty by a tribunal. The only candidate to whom this 
applied was Awolowo, through the Coker affair. The 
Daily Sketch immediately refuted this argument 
under the heading ‘‘Ani’s claim is false — UPN’’. 
The debate, which is over power in 1983 and not over 
historical accuracy, continues, with the press often 
initiating the arguments: investigative journalism un- 
covers corruption and other misconduct by political 
opponents, and these disclosures often lead to libel 
cases which, in turn, generate front-page coverage. 

Most of the 19 states have their own newspapers 
supporting the state government. The parties in op- 
position at the state level often come back with 
publications, such as the new Eagle. The federal 
government owns the two national dailies, the Daily 
Times and the New Nigerian which, while somewhat 
less strident than the local press, clearly toe the NPN 
line. The Daily Times group also owns the London- 
based weekly West Africa, whose editor, Kenneth 
Mackenzie, recently resigned. The Sunday Tribune 
attributed this to his having featured a picture of 
Awolowo on the front cover of the March 16 issue, 
and an interview with the UPN leader inside, during 
the week of President Shagari’s state visit to Britain. 
After NPN protests, West Africa apologized for ‘‘a 
degree of editorial misjudgement’’, and the Sunday 
Tribune commented that ‘‘the exit of Mackenzie is a 
big jolt on the tattered banner of shame of Nigeria’s 
respect for truth and objectivity’’. Despite police 
raids on editorial offices in Nigeria in recent months,

AUTHORITY TO UNDERTAKE FIVE WATER SUPPLY PROJECTS

THE Sokoto Rima River Basin Development Authority (SRRBDA) 
is toundertake five major water supply projects at a cost of 338,038,000 
Naira in the former Katsina Province of Kaduna State. 

The projects are the Kurfi Ruma, Fakuwa/Sharanci water supply 
schemes and Gada Banye Jibia irrigation/water supply projects. 

This was disclosed yesterday by the General Manager of the 
authority, Alhaji Muhammadu Arzuka while answering questions on 
the functions of his authority in the Kaduna State House of Assembly. 

The House passed a resolution recently inviting the general 
manager of both the Sokoto Rima River Basin Development Authority 
and the Niger River Basin Authority in a motion moved by Alhaji 
Ibrahim Mu‘azu alleging total neglect by the two authorities to carry 


out some water projects in the 
former Katsina province. 

Alhaji Muhammadu Arzuka 
said the five projects had already 
been tendered for and quotations 
received adding that contracts 
would be soon be awarded. 

The general manager said 
apart from the five projects 
listed, his authority was also 
undertaking one major project in 
Kaduna State—-the Zube Dam 
project. 

He said the contract for the 
construction of the dam was Sign- 
ed since October this year and 
work had already begun. 

The general manager told the 
House that all the projects that 
were about to be executed by his 
authority in the former Katsina 
Province were those projects in- 
herited from the former North 
Central State government. 

He said the oe could not 
be developed at that time, 
because the former military ad- 
ministration had failed to grant 
the then North Central State 
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Government money to develop 
the dams. 

The general manager explain- 
ed that when the present ad- 
ministration came to power, 
the projects were automatically 
ha over to the Sckoto Rima 
River Basin Development 
Authority. : 

When asked by a member, 


Alhaji Mamman Jamo Daura 
why Daura Local Government 
Area was-not. included in the con- 
struction of dams, the general 
manager explained that what 


’ was handed over to them were 


those projects’ earmarked for the 
former Katsina Province. 

The general manager however 
said his authority would provide 
Daura with small dams. 

Commenting on the suggestion 
made in the House by Alhaji 
Mashi that Kaduna State should 
also have its river basin develop- 
ment authority, the general 
aaa said he supported the

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He added that the problem wis 
not having a river basin authority 
but having the wherewithal to ac- 
complish the task for which an 
authority was established. 

Alhaji Muhammadu said his 
authority was facing financial 
constraints to carry out all its 
development projects.

Maira for the ser- 
vices of the authority the 
Federal Government initially 
had to reduce it to about 250 
million Naira. This amount was 
later increased to 0 million 
Naira after the authority explain- 
ed to the Federal Government 
details-of its commitments. 

Asked whether some areas in 
the far North would also benefit 
from the authority, the general 
manager said his authority's 
jurisdiction was only limited to 
the whole of Sokoto State and the 
former Katsina Province in 
Kaduna State.

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY RATIFIES SENEGAMBIA PACT 
AB292156 Dakar Domestic Service in French 2000 GMT 29 Dec 81 


[Excerpts] Senegambia was born today. As a matter of fact the Senegalese parlia- 
ment today passed by a unanimous show of hands, the bill authorizing the president 
of the republic to ratify the pact providing for the setting-up of the Senegambian 
confederation. This took place in the presence of all Senegalese cabinet members. 
Let us immediately listen to the report filed by (Yah Yatan). 


[Begin national assembly speaker Amadou Cisse Dia recording} We have just accom- 
plished an historic act in passing the law authorizing the president of the repub- 
lic to ratify the pact which institutes the Senegambian confederation. I thank and 
congratulate all of you for confering on the event all the solemnity it deserves. 
You did this in dignity and serenity, through a ballot that honors our assembly and 
will contribute to strengthen the prestige of our parliament while writing a beauti- 
ful page of Senegalese democracy. 


After the courageous decision made in (Kaour) by Presidents Dawda Jawara and Abdou 
Diouf, which was given a concrete form in Dakar on 17 December 1981, the national 
assembly has thus pledged the support of the people to the project of the two 
presidents. ‘Through serious debates, we have just made possible the opening of a 
new era with beautiful prospects for the peoples of Gambia and Senegal. [End re- 
cording } 


That was the speaker of the national assembly of Senegal, who barely contained his 
emotion, because the opportunity was a solemn one and the gesture a historic one. 
The representatives of the Senegalese people, the majority and opposition groups, 
took 5 hours to rewrite history. Rather, they piaced history back in its true 
context. The Gambian and Senegalese peoples, who have been separated through 
history itself during colonial rule, have again been united within Senegambia. 


It must be recalled that the confederation is based on the integration of the 

armed forces of the two countries and their security agencies with a view to defend- 
ing the sovereignty, the territorial integrity and the independence of the confed- 
eration. It also provides for the development of an economic and monetary union, 
the harmonization of their policies in the sphere of external relations, communica- 
tions and all other spheres in which the confederate states agree to exercise joint 
power. Common institutions are also provided for, including the president of the 
confederation and his vice; the council of ministers of the confederation and the 
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confederal assembly. The official languages of the confederation are the African 
languages chosen to this effect by the president and the vice president of the 
confederation, along with English and French. The president of the confereration 
takes charge of the armed forces and security agencies of the confederation. He 

is in charge of the defense and security of the confederation. Under the terms of 
the constitution in force in Gambia, the president of the Republic of Gambia remains 
the commander in chief of the Gambian armed forces. The council of ministers 
deliberates on issues submitted to it by the president of the confederation. The 
assembiy representing the confederation is called the confederal assembly. 


One third of the members in the confederal assembly are chosen by the Gambian House 
of Representatives and two thirds by the Senegalese National Assembly, among the 
assemblymen. ‘lhe confederal assembly is convened when projects are tabled before it 
by the president or the vice president or else at the request of one third of its 
members. Also, it meets every 2 years and prepares the reports on the functioning 
of the confederation. It submits the reports to the president and vice president 
of the confederation as well as to the confederal states. After the submission of 
these reports, a conference of the representatives of the confederal states govern- 
ments is held to review the pact if one of the two confederal states so requests. 
The protocol on the implementation of the pact is part and parcel of the pact. It 
also provides for an arbitration tribunal. The present pact takes effect on the 
first day after the month when the ratified documents have been exchanged.

“KILL the mercenaries — give them to us — get us Man- 
cham...” thus was the usual Sunday sleepiness of Port Vic- 
toria rent asunder in an explosion of anger yesterday morning. 

Facing thelr ever-determined leader, some 10,000 chanting 
men, women and children from all over the island called out 
repeatedly and forcefully for the death of the hired foreign 
killers captured after November 25th’s foiled attempted inva- 


sion of Seychelles. 


As President Albert Rene 
warned against complacency 
in the wake of a great vic- 
tory, the fist- and placard- 
waving crowd called on the 
British Government to return 
ex-President James Mancham 
to Seychelles for his complici- 
ty in the vicious attack on his 
own people by racist gunmen 
recruited in South Africa. 


“The mercenaries we have 
capluied will be tried before 
a people’s court, we will do 
with them what the people 
tell us to do’, said President 
Rene to deafening roars of 
approval and triumph trom the 
crowd. 


Speaking from the steps of 
the Maison du Peuple, the 
headquarters of the Seychel- 
les People’s Progressive 
Front which organised the 
rally on the demand of its 
district branches, Mr. René 
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Said that the Seychellois con- 
Spirators and hirers of the 
mercenaries Overseas as well 
as_ in Seychelles would be 
also charged. 


EXTRADITION 


The Government meanwhile

INVESTIGATION OF SLLC ROLE CONTINUES 
Conteh Comments

[Text] A former General Secretary of the Dock Workers Union Mr Osman Borboh Conteh 
has described the Sierra Leone Labor Contress as a Central Trade Union comprising 
affiliated unions and not a registered trade union. 


Mr Conteh explained that Congress had no legal status outside the maening of the 
Industrial Act 18 of 1971. 


He was giving evidence at the Taj u-Deen Commission last week. 


He told the Commission that Mr Kabia assumed duty in 1976 as Acting Secretary Gen- 
eral and that by mid—1977, it became apparent that the Congress was facing a lea- 
dership gap and getting off course. 


He said his union, the Motor Drivers Union and Public Utility Union, were not hap- 
py about the state of affairs and were termed “traitors.” 


He recalled the last Delegates’ Conference on October 28, 1977 and said thete were 
personnel of the Internal Security Unit (ISU) and senior officials from the Minis- 
try of Labour in and around the building. 


Mr Conteh said he had queried their presence at the meetings as nothing was said 
about security provision or officials from the Labour Ministry in an executive meet- 
ings held prior to the Delegates Conference but that was glossed over. 


He said the External Auditors report only reflected the period September, 15 1976 — 
August 31 1977 instead of the twelve months period as stated by the constitution 
and that his union also queried the personal loans given to some Congress members. 
He explained that since the Dock Workers Union was not satisfied with what was re- 
flected in the Auditors report they called for an Interim Committee to be formed 


instead of electing officers. 


That proposal, he said, was outvoted, so he walked out of the meeting. 
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Support of Strike Deplored

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MINING CONTRACT WITH AUSTRIAN MINING AFFILIATE SIGNED

[Text] Parliament yesterday approved the 'Marampa Iron Ore Mining Company Limited 
Agreements Ratification Act’ 1981, delegating to the Austrian, Austro Mineral sub- 


sidiary, a 14-year exclusive managing and marketing contract. 


Under the provisions of the Act, the contract will be operational until December 
1995. 


The company's target will be the production of one million saleable iron ore con- 
centrate yearly. 


Apart from re-activating the former DELCO Mines at Marampa, the company is also 
given mining concession covering an area of 100 square miles. 


Its equity capital is Le22 million, Le6 million, fully paid up. 


The government has turned over DELCO's assets valued at Lel6 million to the com- 
pany, the Marampa Iron Ore Mining company. 


The Minister of Mines, Mr. Hassan Gbassay Kanu, who tabled the bill in Parliament, 
said it was meant to restore the lost confidence of Sierra Leoneans. 


A number of MPs while welcoming the bill, called for a reclamation of mined areas 
and the development of the area. 


They warned the new company not to repeat the mistakes of DELCO. 
The Second Vice-President, Mr. C. A. Kamara~-Taylor, in clarifying a number of

B.P. will now execute the supply of lubricants, special products, marine bunkers, 
marine lubricants, management and marketing services, and will be operated on 
strictly commercial basis to ensure that it is a profitable functional viable 
entity.' 





In addition to its traditional oil business, B.P. (Sierra Leone) Limited has been 
involved in industrial activities, including the production of whitex bleach, do- 
mestic cooking gas, plastic containers and candles. 





Speaking shortly after the ceremony, the Minister of Trade and Industry expressed 
delight over the Governments participation and hoped that as Government was the 
largest consumer of fuel, the marketing aspect would prove lucrative and promising.

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ANTI-CORRUPTION CAMPAIGN, RITUAL MURDERS, KING'S SUCCESSION DISCUSSED

Swaziland is still bedecked with reminders of the 
September 4 diamond jubilee of King Sobhuza II 
with posters and triumphal arches proclaiming the 
fact that he is the longest reigning monarch on earth. 
But there is increasing concern over growing corrup- 
tion and reports of ritual murders commissioned in 
high places, (see AC Vol 22 No 13). 

In the wake of the quashing by the king of a formal 
commission of inquiry into alleged dishonesty and 
mismanagement among top government officials and 
parastatal agencies, the chief justice, Polycarp 
Diamini, has promised further inquiries concerning 
the Tisuka Fund, a parastatal investment company. 
The commission had been called by the prime 
minister, Mabandia Diamini, with the full backing of 
the king. But Mabandla lost.a power battle against 
the senior men and their associates against whom the 
inquiry was directed. We understand the 81-year-old 
king withdrew his support for the inquiry under 
pressure from the powerful business groups whose 
interests were likely to be affected. 


Land purchases 


Mabandla’s failure to carry out his anti-corruption 
crusade has damaged his credibility and this loss of 
confidence was demonstrated when a backbencher 
asked in parliament what the prime minister had 
achieved since he had come to office. In reply, 
Mabandla claimed that he had purchased much land 
for the Swazi nation. A British high commission of- 
ficial subsequently pointed out that the land pur- 
chases (from the old Afrikaner farmers who had 
brought their land for peppercorn prices in the nine- 
teenth century) were being funded almost entirely by 
British aid. Britain has bought about 214,000 acres 
under a land purchase agreement. Already £1.5m has

been spent and another £2m is in the process of being 
approved to meet an eventual target of 960,000 acres 
of land due to be returned to the Swazi nation. 

Further concern about the secret workings of 
Swazi society has been caused by two celebrated 
ritual murder cases. On August 27, an ex-staff nurse, 
Phillipa Mdluli, was found guilty of mutilating and 
killing a girl of 2, Mdluli wanted muti (medicine) to 
attract more customers to her restaurant. The 
evidence in court showed that she and a number of 
other prominent citizens had concocted a plan to kid- 
nap the daughter of a driver and sacrifice her. The 
girl chosen happened to be a great granddaughter of 
the king. Her father admitted in court that he had 
delivered his daughter to Mdluli because she had ter- 
rified him. The eyes and genitalia of the girl were 
removed and she was killed. Mdluli was found guilty 
of the crime and other prominent associates were ira- 
plicated — though some turned state evidence. 

The most recent celebrated case of ritual murder 
was brought against the former head of Swaziland’s 
murder squad, Jeremiah Dube. He and three others 
were accused of taking part in the ritual murder of an 
old woman Rodinah Nxumaio, who had been found 
dead with her body mutilated. The case was thrown 
out on November 19 because of conflicting evidence 
on the part of the main witnesses. 

The succession to King Sobhuza is buried in tradi- 
tion which has not been used since 1921. According 
to the old practice, one of the king’s sons is chosen by 
the Swazi National Council and his mother becomes 
Queen Regent until his majority. But as the king has 
a number of sons by different wives the Council’s 
choice is all important. As it is not required for the 
oldest son to be selected, the choice remains open 
among hundreds of the king’s male offspring. But 
the Council is likely to appoint an experienced politi- 
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cian rather than a minor, in order not to create a 
power vacuum. 

Three of the king’s sons by different wives are 
already ministers. They are the prime minister, 
Prince Mabandla, the minister for foreign affairs, 
Richard Dlamini, the minister for home affairs, 
Prince Gabheni, and the forceful but erratic minister 
for commerce, industry and tourism, Prince Nqaba. 

Another favourite by a favoured wife is Prince 
Phila Diamini. There are other deputy ministers who 
are closely related to the king. Chief Bhekimpi 
Diamini, the deputy prime minister, is well thought 
of as is the deputy minister for agriculture Prince 
Mahomu, but there are many other contenders for 
the succession. Probably the most powerful man 
apart from the king in Swaziland is Shishayi Nx- 
umalo, a former minister and roving ambassador 
who is now head of Tibyo Taka Ngwane. The fund 
invests over 8m emalangeni on behalf of the Swazi 
nation each year. Through this organisation Shishayi 
has become involved in almost every enterprise in 
which the state is interested in taking a shareholding.

The board has been 
functioning in an 
advisory capacity 
since 1973 when the 
King stripped the then 
“Civil Service 
Commission’’, of its 
executive powers 
embodied in the now 
defunct Westminster- 
type Constitution. 

Liaise 

The board is now fully 
responsible for the 
employment, appointment, 
promotion and discipline of 
civil servants. It may liaise 
with minisines on 
recruitment policy but wiil 
be ‘‘completely indepe- 
ndent of and noi subject to 
any ministerial or political 
influence’ in the execution 
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Secretaries.’’ However, this 
does not affect the present 
status of these officials. 

The decree also covers 
and outlines the political set 
up of the country. ‘‘The 
executive authority of 
Swaziland shall continue to 
vest in the King,’’ it states. 
He retains the power to 
appoint officials from the 
Prime Minister down to 
heads of diplomatic 
missions abroad. 

“The King, as Comma-

The company will lose, among others, a chief engineer in one of its sections and 
_a foreman in the heavy plant department, as well as three other senior mechanics. 


The source said the foreman was an expert in heav, plant and that his departure 
"will cripple the whole plant." 


"He is irreplaceable at the moment," said the source adding, "you can't find a 
heavy plant mechanic specialising in hydraulic anywhere in Swaziland." 


Inthe same plant, a charge-hand specialising in diesel engines has also been 
refused permission to continue working for the company. 


The move is reported to have adversely affected the morale of the entire ex- 
patriate employees in the companies. 


Other major companies reported to have been affected are the Swaziland Chemical 
Industries, Simunye Sugar Estate and Havelock Mines at Bulembu. 


The source at the Usutu Pulp expressed his fear that this latest move may lead 
to redundancy as most of the heavy engines will now have to be sent to other 
countries to be overhauled. 


"The company is not against localisation as such, but we feel it should start 
from the bottom and not from the top," said the source.

SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN FOOD ADVOCATED BY PRESIDENT

[Text] President Siaka Stevens yesterday emphasised that foreign exchange earned 
from cocoa and coffee could only benefit the country if it becomes self-sufficient 
in food. 


Otherwise, he pointed out, whatever was earned from the sale of these produce would 
be spent on importing rice. 


In a speech at the official opening of the newly integrated Kenema-Kailahun Agri- 
cultural Show and Trade Fair, Dr. Stevens said that the new emphasis on agriculture 
in the districts should be to improve yields of cocoa and coffee, and also diversi- 
fy farming to include the production of other crops, particularly rice. 


The theme of this year's show is "Strategies for Effective Rural Development", and 
the President said that integrated rural development has been accepted as an effec- 
tive strategy for the improvement of the socio-economic life of rural communities 
in developing countries. 


He said it was in such context that the country's agricultural development program- 
mes had provided for the construction of feeder roads, improved hea’th services and 
rural water supplies. 


"Self-discipline, self-reliance, a spirit of competitiveness and total involvement 
of the people should be the guiding principles in the realisation of the objectives 
of integrated rural development", he said.

COMMONWEALTH LOAN--The government and the Commonwealth Development Corporation 
(CDC) yesterday signed an agreement under which CDC will provide a E7 million 
loan to the Swaziland Electricity Board. The loan is part of a financial pack- 
age totalling E47 million for the Luphohlo-Ezulwini Hydro Electric Project. 

The Minister of Finance, Mr James Simelane, represented the government and 

Mr A. van Dorssen, CDC regional controller, represented the corporation at 

the ceremony in the Ministry of Finance building. Another E14 million from the 
African Development Bank and a West German company were negotiated and finalised 
last year, according to an SEB spokesman. Other lenders include the European 
Investment Bank, the government and the National Provident Fund. The project 
will substantially increase the power generation capacity of SEB. "On the poli- 
tical side, it will substantially decrease importation of electricity from 
South Africa," said CDC's Mr Mike Lowis. Swaziland will get 20 megawatts of 
power, approximately 100 units a year which is almost double SEB's present 
capacity.

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BILL TO RESTORE POLICE POWERS BEFORE HOUSE

[Text] An act seeking to restore proper administration in the Police Force has 
been tabled before the House. 


The Police Act (Amendment) Bill 1981 will replace Idi Amin's promulgated Decree 
No. 21 of 1971 that decimated the force. 


The Minister of Internal Affairs, Dr John Luwuliza-Kirunda, told Parliament 
yesterday on introducing the bill: 


"The decree was designed in a manner that made Idi Amin a one-man administrator 
of the Police Force. It interferred with the proper running, affecting discipline, 
training and recruitment of officer cadets and the promotional process." 


The Naguru Police Training College, an institution where promotional courses 
used to be held, was turned by the Amin regime into a notorious Public Safety Unit. 


He said the college has now been reinstituted and 65 police officer cadets have 
been passed out. Such training was unheard of in the Amin regime which was 
characterised by illiteracy. 


Dr Luwuliza-Kirunda told the House: "We are trying to restore a civil police of 
the 1960s. Its administration will strictly be civil, but not subjected to 
decrees." 


During the Amin regime the inspectorate, investigation and special branch were all 
ineffective. Any single suspicion would lead one to death. The CID is being 
restored now so that there is a proper course followed in gathering evidence 
against accused persons. 


He explained that because of the long process in restoration of these departments, 
some cases had taken some time before they were brought to courts. 


"We have direction, mission and duty to Uganda. We would like to see Uganda 
developing a civil police force," the minister said. 
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In a long analysis of the decree, and how it hampered the work of the police 
force, he said: 


"The decree established a police council charged with running the police. The 
dictatorial tendencies in it gave that law supreme authority over the constitu- 
tional or any other written law. 


"This again shows how Amin and his henchmen used to grepe in the dark." 


Idi Amin went to the extent of usurping powers of Parliament, Minister of Internal 
Affairs, Inspector General... It had been given by the Constitution that it was 
the "parliament to proscribe the running of the Police Force. All that went into 
Amin's fist." 


Among the offices Amin suspended in the Police Force was that of the Inspector 
General. He created a commissioner of police and officers in charge of the air- 
wing. The council was also empowered to punish and its decision was final. 


But there was no single time that the council ever convened. “Possibly, he used 
to sit down and decide who to sack. He constituted himself as the police coun- 
e713.” 


Elaborating on the callousness of Amin, he said that decree gave powers to the 
council "...to award punishment..." 


A number of sections of the Police Act were suspended and this had made it impos- 
sible for the government to effect disciplinary measures, promotions ... since the 
liberation war. 


He added that both the Police and Prisons Acts were to be reviewed later and taken 
to Parliament. "This is a half measure aimed at improving the Police now," he 
said. 


Supporting the bill, Mr J. Karugaba (Kabarole) said Idi Amin managed to virtually 
| ill the police by incorporating his politics into it. 


"I expected the Minister of Internal Affairs to have reviewed the Act. This Act 
is about 20 years old and some sections of it are outdated." 


Mr J. Kagurusi (Mbarara West) said while the bill intended to restore the powers 
and respect to the Police, the Policemen too should be respectable. 


"The police officers whom we are trying to save from the decree leave a lot to be 
desired." 


Mr A. Mayanja (Mubende South West) said: ‘We are now in position to restore the 
police force." 


He said the situation the House was trying to get rid of was created by a dictator 


and so the only way to make sure that it did not occur again was to see that power 
was put in right hands. 
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Mr Mayanja observed that there had been a new culture which had no respect for the 
rule of law and human rights. 


He called upon the members to make sure the laws passed by the House would be 
operative. 


Earlier, the President's War Veterans, Widows, and Orphans Charity Fund Bill was 
passed with minor amendments.

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PAST YEAR PROBABLY WORST ON RECORD FOR INVESTOR

IT has been a black year for 
Zimbabwean investors — pro- 
bably the worst year on record. 

1981 has seen a desperate 
slump in the mining and indus- 
trial sectors, a whole host of 
new or higher taxes, tumbling 
prices in blue chip investments, 
and an erosion of investor con- 
fidence such has rarely been ex- 
perienced in Zimbabwe. 

The year started brightly. 
The Prime Minister’s policy of 
reconciliation had proved to be 
genuinely meant and both the 
private sector and its investor- 
supporters believed free enter- 
prise had a major role to play. 

The new government had by 
January this year done an 
amazing amount of repair 
work in less than nine months. 
The war had been brought to 
an end and most of the armed 
dissidents weeded out: the first 
Bulawayo fighting had been 
effectively stamped on: the 
state’s fiscal hammer had by 
then been carefully wielded, 
and foreign interest in 
Zimbabwe was at a positive 
peak. Everything was poised to 
give Zimbabwe's economy the 
strength and stamina (to 
maintain an upward spiral of 
prosperity and productivity 
which would have been the 
envy of Africa. 

What went wrong? 

The industrial index, which 
despite the 1980 election of a 
socialist-bent Zanu(PF) gov- 
ernment, had climbed to a 
record high of 487,61 early this 
year, plunged to less than 200 
little more than six months 





later. The market is still 
seriously in the doldrums with 
the index hovering indecisively 
at about 230. 


MININGS WORSE 


The tale of minings is even 
sadder. Already in a slump by 
the beginning of the year with 
the index down to around 200, 
the optimists — and some of 
the experts — were predicting a 
recovery. 

Far from that, the slump 
grew deeper — and deeper and 
deeper. Last week the index 
descended to yet another 
record low, breaking $0 for the 
first time to finish on the 
pathetic figure of 48,9. 

The spectacular decline in 
minings has gone on almost 
without a break throughout 
this year, involving some 
almost unbelievable individual 
price drops. 

Mangula must hold the 
record, dropping from 380 
cents last year to one tenth of 
that price, at 38, last week. 
Bindura, which started this 
year near the 200-cent mark, is 
now down to around 50 cents, 
and Rio Tinto is hovering 
around 65 after starting 198} 
on nearly 300 cents and 
reaching nearly 400 cents in 
1980. Wankie, helped along by 
some astonishing government 
intransigence on coal prices, 
has slumped to less than 56 
cents after i506 cents at the 
beginning of the year and 
nearly 200 cents late last year. 

Gold mining shares have 
fared no better. Late last year 
Falcon was up to 2 3006 cents. 
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ZIMBABWE 


Last week it was little more 
than one tenth of that, Coros 
has dropped from nearly 600 
cents to little more than 1506 
cents in less than a year. 

Of course, the market for 
mining shares is_ heavily 
influenced by foreign mineral 
markets and the state of the 
world’s major economies, so 
local factors alone cannot be 
blamed. 

And it has been a bleak year, 
too, for the world economy. 
President Reagan’s election, 
while spurring hopes in Ameri- 
can and European business 
circles of a more sympathetic 
business climate, soon had the 
pundits aware of the recession- 
ary effects of money supply 
controls and a strict monetarist 
philosophy. Business in 
America has taken a dive this 
year, with corresponding 
effects on world metal and 
mineral prices, and the inter- 
national trade scene in general. 


UK PROBLEMS 


Meanwhile,, Maggie That- 
cher’s efforts have yet to pro- 
duce their long-awaited mirac- 
les for the long-suffering Brit- 
ish economy and although there 
are signs of an upturn after 
more than two years of steady 
recession, the recovery is going 
very slowly. Other major 
European countries are also in 
trouble economically, to some 
degree or other. 

It is hardly surprising, then, 
that while producer costs have 
shot up by 26% or more this 
year, base mineral prices have 
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remained depressed. Chrome is 
fetching a relatively poor price, 
copper is still well below £906 a 
tonne after reaching over 
£1 2066 last year and nickel is 
down to about £2 945 a tonne. 

Gold has most of the experts 
confused, refusing to budge 
from a little more than US$406 
an ounce despite all the help it 
has been getting from world 
recessions and conflicts, falling 
interest rates, a recent fall in 
the dollar, and the crisis in 
Poland. The bullion price 
Started the vear just under $600 
an ounce, and fell steadily to 
$396 before finding real selling 
resistance and bobbing up 
above $406. 


Zimbabwean minings have 
been doubly untortunate in 
that these factors have 
combined with adverse local 
pressures to put them deeper 
into the doldrums. The indus- 
trials, at least, have largely had 
Only the domestic scene to 
worry about this year. 

Not that that has been any 
real consolation. The shock 





blows to the private sector have 
occurred so fast and furiously 
since the beginning of this year 
that there has never been any 
real hope of investor confide- 
nce in Zimbabwe, either here 
or abroad. 

The downhill road of 
industrial share prices has been 
practically charted by govern- 
ment moves and pronounce- 
ments which have caused 
genuine alarm and desponde- 
ncy in the private sector. The 
list is virtually endless, never 
giving the investor a respite 
between one and the next. 


1981 could perhaps best be 
described as the year in which 
the government of Zimbabwe 
first took its socialist bit 
between its teeth and all but 
ignored the sensitivities of the 
private sector. 

From the first, it became 
evident that the government 
meant business in its quest for 
state participation in crucial 
parts of industry and banking. 
Rhobank was the first back in 
January, when a largely un- 
suspecting public was shocked 
by news of the government's 
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61% share acquisition. CAPS 
was the next to follow, 
although the subsequent court 
action has delayed the inevit- 
able final outcome. 

In February, the mini- 
budget did little to ease fears 
that much higher taxes would 
be the order of the day after 
the mild 1986 budget. The 
fierce guerrilla faction fighting 
in Bulawayo’s townships and 
at Connemara helped to 
further erode confidence. 


In March, the 1'2% rise in 
the bank rate had a depressing 
effect on business, and in April 
the new minimum wages of $36 
and $85 were introduced, 
eroding profitability. 

May saw the government 
walk in and veto the proposed 
Mashonaland Hoidings/Turn- 
all merger, and then take the 
astonishing step of reneging on 
the Wankie coal price agree- 
mert, sending shivers of shock 
running down the spines of the 
major international financing 
Organisations which had 
agreed to help fund the vital 
Wankie open cast development 
project. 
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The Riddell report emerged 
soon afterwards, and was seen 
as something of a blueprint for 
socialist development in Zim- 
babwe, but one which was 
realistically timed to avoid 
direct confrontation with 
commerce and industry. 

Meanwhile, the stream of 
anti-South African rhetoric 
continued while progress was 
slow in creating an effective 
independent’ black = Atrican 
economic bloc, or establishing 
reliable links with the sea 
through Mocambique. The 
desire in Zimbabwean business 
circles was not to side with 


South Africa, but not to anta- 
gonise her either. But with the 
help of the goverment’s out- 
bursts, relations with Pretoria 
deteriorated, assistance with 
transport dried up and the 
tourist trade siowed in the 
wake of the new visa restric- 
tions. 

From the July budget 
onwards, a veritable barrage o! 
adve: ie influences showered on 
the Zimbabwean private sector. 


By itself, the budget was bad 
enough. The ‘*crossroads 


budget of Senator Enos Nkala 
was the toughest in a decade, 
imposing a heavy array of taxes 
Or restrictions including a huge 
jump in the petrol price, 
increased sales tax, a 30% 
Capital gains tax, a 20% tax on 


dividends, and effectively 

halved holiday allowances. 
EMIGRANTS 

But it was followed, in 


successive months, by a steadily 
worsening foreign currency 
position, a crisis in the nation’s 
transport system, a 
demoralising ban ca the export 
by emigrants of certain classes 
of furniture and other 
consumer durables, and a 
steadily rising number of short- 
ages culminating in 
effective rationing of diesel 
and petrol. 

Spurred on by the consumer 
boom arising from the end of 
the war, the early upturn of the 
Zimbabwean economy, and 
the new minimum wages, such 
items as beef, cheese and cream 
became ditficult to obtain and 
the spectre of  20%-plus 
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the” 


inflation was raised by the 
massive upsurge in spending. 

To clamp down on the over- 
heating economy, Senator 
Nkala did exactly what he had 
promised only a few weeks 
earlier not to do: he raised the 
bank rate a hefty 33% to 9%. 
Loans and mortgages became 
all but impossible to obtain 
almost overnight, and the 
outlook for business became 
darker still. 

The approaching Christmas 
season has done little to 
dampen business and invest- 
ment hopes. Minimum wages 
have recently been raised to 
$56 and $165 a month, boost- 
ing production costs at a time 
when industry nas little fat to 
spare. Worse still, the govern- 
ment has ensured that the 
business community will bear 
the brunt of the increased costs 
by freezing prices. 

Meanwhile, commercial 
rates have been boosted by 
76%, and salaries all but 
frozen for higher income 
groups. 

On a more psychological 
level, a veto has been slapped 
on the planned private Kurana

medical clinic, and educational 
problems at some schools have 
spurred some whites to leave 
the country with their children. 


Emigration throughout this 
year has been running at 
unprecedented levels — some 
say the net monthly loss is 
closer to 2 666 than | 06 — 
and the result has been a 
critical manpower shortage, 
especially in technical and 
managerial grades. Business 
efficiency has suffered, and 
morale in the private sector 
has never been so low. 

The outlook for 1982 looks 
grim, unless the government 
goes Out of its way to provide 
the type of encouragement for 
private enterprise and toreign 
investment which has been so 
noticeably lacking in 1981. 


HIGH INFLATION 


With share prices at an all- 
time low, especially after the 
heavy effects of Zimbabwe's 
high inflation rate are taken 
into account, a major boost in 
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investor confidence will be 
necessary to shake commerce 
and industry out of its dol- 
drums. 

No businessman wants to 
spend money if both the input 
and output side of his 
Operation are controlled by the 
government. Little investment 
can be expected while 
minimum wages and interest 
rates rocket, inflation gets out 
of hand, petrol, diesel, 
machinery and spare parts are 
difficult to find, and price 
controls ensure that the 
businessman cannot compens- 
ate with a higher return on his 
product. 

The government seems to 
have seen the light as far as the 
agricultural sector is concern- 
ed. It has realised that the only 
way 'o save Zimbabwe from 
Star’ ation is to encourage the 
commercial farmer with 
reasonable producer prices and 
a sympathetic attitude. 

It is long past the time that 
commerce and industry came 
in for some of the same favour- 
able treatment.

TOURISM OFFICIAL DISCUSSES GOVERNMENT PLANS

[Text] Zimbabwe's Tourist Board could become a parastatal corporation early next 
year, the deputy director of tourism, Mr Etherton Mpisaunga, said yesterday. 


The conversion from department to parastatal had already been studied, he said in 
an interview, and the Minister of Information and Tourism, Dr Nathan Shamuyarira, 
was very keen on the move. 


Mr Mpisaunga was confident that a Bill to make the change would come before Parlia- 
ment at its next session. 


"The paper is in the hands of the minister, and we are hoping he will pilot a Bill 
through the House as soon as possible. 


"The whole thing could, in fact, become law in early 1982." 


He added that the conversion would make the promotion of tourism in Zimbabwe much 
more efficient. 


"\s a Government department we are constrained by regulations and methods. If we 
become a parastatal we would have inuch more flexibility in terms of borrowing and 
personnel. Things would work much more effectively." 


And he said that Zimbabwe could expect a massive 50 percent increase in tourism 
next year. This would mean a record 450 000 tourists--150 000 more than this year. 


Tourism would receive a further boost with the arrival of experts from the Madrid- 
based World Tourism Organisation early next year. They would improve ways in 
which tourist statistics are broken down. 


"At the moment, the statistics we get don't tell us who all the visitors are. Some 
are day-trippers--shoppers from neighbouring states--others are businessmen, or 
cultural and sporting groups. 


"With better statistics we'll know exactly how many visitors are bona fide tour- 
ists, and we'll be able to plan better." 
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The promotion of Zimbabwe's tourist facilities overseas was beginning to have 
positive results. 


"Our tourist attaches in Chicago, London and Frankfurt are working 1l- and 12-hour 
days, and their enthusiasm and commitment are beginning to pay dividends. 


"When I was overseas recently I was complimented on the hard and efficient work of 
our attaches. And now we are seeing their success in actual tourism." 


But this success was not matched with visits from neighbouring states. 
"The number of visitors from neighbouring states is steadily increasing, but the 


number of nights they spend here is not even close to the number spent by overseas 
tourists. But I'm optimistic about that too," he said.

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The State alleged that 
Senator Agrippa kunde 
told Mr Everson Kwa- 
ramba, Mr Peter Mapira, 
Mr Alexander Mbombo, 
Mr Elias Zemba, and 
three others, that he had 
higher authority for the 
acts he was ordering them 
to carry out. 

The four men are plead- 
ing not guilty to two 
counts of arson and one 
of assault with intent to 
commit grievous bodily 
harm. Three other men 
admitted carrying out the 
attacks, and are serving 
prison sentences. 

The men are alleged 
to have met Senator 
Makunde at his restau- 
rant io Mrewa village on 
September 10, where he 
gave them the instruc- 
tions and put his car at 
their disposal. 

Later the seen men 
drove to a point near 
Zihute Kraal on the main 
S:lisbury / Mrewa road, 
und parked the car. They 
walked to @ house belong- 
ing to ex-chief Mangwe- 
nde, which wag about to 
be opened as a ZAPU 
office, and set it alight, it 
wax al'eged. 

The house wes gutted, 
and damage was estimated 
at $5 000. 

The men then went to a 
farmhouse belonging to 
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Mr Tsumba Marote in the 
former Chitowa purchase 
area, the State claimed. 
Mr Marote was accused of 
being a sell-out, and 
assaulted with sticks, and 
his huts were burnt down. 
Mr Marote was taken to 
hospital as a result of his 
injuries. Damage to his 
property was put at 
$3 000 


Mr Kwaramba and Mr 
Mapira denied any know- 
ledge of the incidents. 

Mr Mbombo told the 
magistrate, Mr Dudley 
Reynolds, that he was 
instructed by Senator 
Makumbe to drive the car 
and to follow the other 
men’s directions. He al- 
leged that he was man- 
handled by the other men 
and that his life wes 
threatened when he at- 
tempted to escape.

Not only that, but vehicles have been damaged at enormous 
cost, and in some cases they cannot be replaced. All this at a time 
when the country is crying out for more motor transport and 
lacks the foreign currency to meet its targets. 

In any big organisation, and particularly the Government, 
there has always been a tendency by some employees to treat its 
property with less than the care and respect they would ‘give their 
own property, Every effort must he made to get employees to set 
a good example and make them appreciate that when a Govern- 
ment vehicle is damaged, it is the taxpayers, the people, who pay 
in the end.

A company must now have 85 percent or more local 
sharc holding before it is free of any limits on borrowing. 
There ix an added proviso that no one foreign share- 


holder, who is the major shareholder, owns 10 percent or 
more of the company. ‘ 


Below 85 percent there fg a formula which deter- 
mines the limit on borrowing. The limits become more 
severe with increased foreign shareholding, 


A company with non-residents holding one 


quarter 
of its shares can borrow up to 60 percent of shareholders’ 


funds. A company with 70 percent foreign control can 
only borrow 21 percent of shareholders’ funds. . 


Any borrowing can only be approved by an suthor- 
ined dealer if the total amount is less than $3 million, 
and if the majority foreign shareholder does not have 
10 percent or more of ‘64 shares, 


A spokesman for of of the merchant banks said 
the regulations meant chat firms with over 15. percent 
foreign holding, which previously had not beea subject to 
limits, must pow seek authorisation. 


A moratorium until 30 June 19823 has been set for 
companies to comply with the regulations, If a firm caa- 
not fit the formula, or the borrowing is in excess of the 
mits then applications must be t with by Exchange 
Control, 

A spokesman for the Exchange Oontro! at the Be- 
serve Rank, said in the past companies with more thas 
50 percent local shareholding were free to borrow. 
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However, those firms which were Mmited were ob- 


liged to apply to Exchange Control for any borrowing, 
“even $10”. 


“Now an authorised dealer can automatically approve 
borrowings within the limits, so we have given a bit and 
taken a bit,” said the spokesman.

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PROMOTION OF WHITES IN ARMY, POLICE REVIEWED

/Text/ The Government is to be more circumspect in promoting whites in the army 
and the police force, the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, has said. 


"We do not want to prejudice the chances of those who are loyal, but one must 
now be satisfied that one is not promoting a Gerricke or a Varkevisser," Mr 
Mugabe said. 


In a wide-ranging interview with a South African journalist, Mr Mugabe noted 
that "a great percentage of whites” had not accepted the policy «f reconciliation. 


The Government would, therefore, not take for granted that those in the army and 
the police were its allies "unless they prove themselves to be our allies." 


"We are thinking in terms of getting them to swear now an oath of allegiance, 
which some of them have not done.” 


Admitting that "a substantial number” of whites had responded favourably to 
reconciliation, the Prime Minister, however, expressed dismay and unhappiness 
that many of those who had not responded favourably and who openly spoke of 
disloyalty to the State were in the army and the police force. 


He also spoke of "offenders" in the private and public seccors but said many 
of the whites who had remained in the civil service had accepted change. 


In the revealing interview, Mr Mugabe mentioned that relations in the armed 
forces "haven't been that harmonious of Late"’ mainly because the blacks suspect 
the whites. 


"It is also necessary that the blacks in the army do not conclude that every 
white is a Gerricke or a Varkevisser," he cautioned. 


Captain Frank Gerricke of the Zimbabwe Nai1onal Army escaped from custody in 
November with the alleged assistance of Inspe.tor Fred Varkevisser and an 
unidentified man. He had been arrested by mil.tary police in Bulawayo for 
allegedly spying for South Africa. The fugitives, including Mrs Varkevisser 
and her two children, are still at large. 
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In the interview Mr Mugabe said the Government must be circumspect and not assume 
that (he situation in Zimbabwe was one where the whites generally have accepted 
the policy of national reconciliation. 


"This is not so. We have to be convinced ourselves that there has been this 
general acceptance by the acts of the white community.” 


He said there were two groups which had been arrested for plotting to overthrow 
the Government. "Stuttaford is just one: we have also arrested Bertrand--they 
will soon appear in court." 


In emphasising the members of the Republican Front had been "definitely forgiven 
for all their wrongs," the Prime Minister complained that in return the people 
of Zimbabwe were getting “the response of subversion and machinations to over- 
throw the Government." 


Mr Mugabe dwelt at length on South Africa's subversive intentions against 
Zimbabwe and the Southern African region in general. He revealed that there 
had been futile attempts by Pretoria to have ministerial discussions with 
Zimbabwe on economic matters. 


The Prime Minister reiterated Zimbabwe's commitment to a non-racial society and 
its unflinching opposition to apartheid. He thought Zimbabwe's success in 
forging a non-racial society would also be the success of the majority of the 
people of South Africa.

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CHAOS AT MOZAMBIQUE PORT SLOWS EXPORTS

CHAOTIC conditions al 
Mocambicua ports and the allied 
reluctance of the Natioual 
Railways of Zimbabwe to send its 
rail trwcks to that couniry are 
among the major reasons ihat oaly 
one-tenth to one-fifteenth of oar 
total imports and exports are 
shipped through Beira and 
Maputo. 

One local shipper said thai, of 
the rougly 11G wagons allocated 
each week [to transport tobacco, 
only five are sent to Maputo while 
the rest are handled through South 
Africa. He explained the NRZ 
attitude by saying that turnaround 
times for trucks to Mocambique 
are often up to three weeks, much 
longer than for those to South 
Africa, and that trucks are 
sometimes not returned at all, But 
are sent with Mocambican goods 
to Malawi. 


INVESTIGATION 


A recent investigation of the 
facilities at Maputo was carried 


out by another local shipper in* 


mid-November. He found that the 
port suffered from a serious lack 
of middle management, rail wagon 
distribution problems. congestion 
at the contamwer terminal by 
unwieldly packing and unpacking 
procedures, and a shortage of 
equipment and spares 

His report said that there were 
more than 140 ~~ containers 
Stacked at the terminal, and .wata 
month before there were | 792 
NRZ wagons which had been in 
Maputo for between 15 and 32 
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days. Only one of the five 25-tonne 
forklift trucks at the port was 
working, there were no skeletal 
trailers for moving containers, and 
the rai! access to the port and the 
marshalling facilities was 
**chaotic.”” 

He said that the CFM 
(Mocambique’s rail and ports 
authority) had engaged Indian 
technicians (0 investigate and 
implement a wagon control system 
which the port did not have at that 
time. He also said that there were 
frequent derailments on the six 
kilometre stretch between the 
marshalling area at Matola and the 
port. 

The delays in the movement of 
containers, he said, was caused 
primarily by the shortage of special 
DZ wagons, designed to carry two 
regular containers. He also noted 
that some 65% of NRZ wagons in 
Maputo were “high sided’’ and 
not suitable for containers. He 
accused NRZ of being reluctant to 
send its ‘*flatbeds’’ to Mocambique. 

CFM officials have been asked 
not to return DZ wagons empty to 
Zimbabwe. The CFM itself has 166 
flatbeds on order, but the delivery 
date is stil not certain. The 
Zimbabwean investigator, 
however, was assured that the 
Maputo officials are aware of their 
shortcomings and ‘have plans to 
overcome them, including the 
importation of more Indian skills. 


SHORTAGE. 


The CFM has admitted that 
there is a shortage of middle 


management personnel. The 
authority's representative in 
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- Bulawayo, Mr A A Ismael, also 
confirmed the relatively long 
turnaround times, but insisted that 
these were averages based on a 
large number of wagons. Some, he 
said, can Le returned to Zimbabwe 
in as little as five days. - 

He also confirmed the present 
poor state of communications 
betweerr-this country and Maputo - 
and Beira. He said he could give no 
specific reason for this.

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LAST week's amnouncemeat by the Minister of Economic 
Ptanning and Development, Dr Bernard Chidzero, that a [freeze oa 
prices at all levels is to be imposed, coupled with Salisbury City 
Council's announcement that industrial rates are (o increase an 
incredible 70%, are just the latest ia a whole series of measures 
that are sapping the will of the business community. 

Minister Chidzero’s price freeze may be necessary from a 
political poiat of view. But economically it makes little sense, and 
the fact that the freeze is only for three months seems to indicate 
that Dr Chidzero is aware of this. 

Government is, of course, trying to protect the recent wage gains 
made by the lower income groups, anc should be commended for 
having the interests of the majority at heart. Bui one has to 
seriously wonder if 2 price freeze, even a temporary one, is the best 
way (o protect the emerging consumer. 

Prices freezes have been tried in many countries and the result 
has usually been shortages, black markets and, ultimately, even 
higher prices. 

What is even more ironic is that profits will be affected and 
commerce and industry's senior partner, Government, will pay the 
price through lower tax revenues. The temporary freeze will 
probably not do any serious damage to the economy, bul one can't 
help but fear that a dangerous precedent has been set. 

As for the increase ia iadustrial rates, partly brought about by 
the need to finance a municipal police force of former guerillas, 
one can't help but wonder why the suthori4i:s do not try to find 
them jobs in commerce and industry. Aa excellent way (o do this 
would be to encourage local and foreign investment by avoiding 
discouraging measures like price freezes.

ZIMBABWE should now have seen the end of strikes, working to 
rule or other adverse action on the railways. 

The courts’ suspension of sentences on strikers was the 
sensible course to take; putting them in prison would not have 
helped to get the trains rolling again. But although there can be 
some sympathy for railwaymen who seem to have got a raw deal 
over their status and consequent pay cheques, there can be no 
sympathy with those who go on strike before the set procedures 
ef nezotiation and arbitration have been complied with. 

The Government has taken stern measures through 
emergency powers gazetted yesterday. Under these no railwayman 
“shall fail or refuse to carry out or perform any duty or work 
- « . whether during or after his normal hours of work”. Few 
regulations could be tougher than that. 
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The new order shows plainly that the Government 
is determined to keep the railways performing to their fullest 
capacity — an absolute necessity in today’s circumstances. 

But althouch the railways may be the priority service, there 
are others where strikes or stopp2ges would have a most detri- 
mental effect on production and distribution and on the people’s 


lives. ; ; 
The time mav well have arrived for the Government to issue 
to all e«sential services — and even some not qualifying as 
essential — similar prohibitions ag those now applied to the 
railways.

NEW APPROACH TO HISTORY USED IN SCHOOLS

[Text] The first of a new series of history books for Zimbabwean primary schools 
will be introduced at the start of the new school year, only two weeks away. 


Entitled "A New Picture History of Zimbabwe", the new book will be compulsory 
for Grades 3 and 4. 


Produced by the Zimbabwe Publishing House after approval by the Ministry of 
Education and Culture, the 56-page book contains a series of drawings by Mr Linos 
G. Mushambi, a Zimbabwean artist. 


An outstanding feature is its adoption of a radically different approach to the 
conventional presentation of history. 


Instead of starting in the past and working towards the present, the pictures, 
supported by a minimum of text, begin at independence and work backwards into 
the past. 


The new approach was introduced at the suggestion of Zimbabwean teachers, particu- 
larly at the Gwelo Teacher Training College. 


Their reasoning was that the children's interest would be captured and sustained 
more easily by beginning with the story of the recent past which they witnessed. 


The book starts with pictures of the new Zimbabwe flag and the midnight ceremony 
of April 17-18, 1980, marking the birth of the Zimbabwe nation. 


Then come the i980 elections, the Lancaster House Conference, the liberation war, 
the various negotiations, the illegal Unilateral Declaration of Independence on 
November 11, 1965, the oppression of the black people, and the first Chimurenga 
war in the 1890s. 


Also contained in its pages are the country's earliest history and historical, 
national landmarks such as Great Zimbabwe. 


Introducing the new history book last night, the Deputy Minister of Education and 
Culture, Senator Joseph Culverwell, said the Zimbabwe Publishing House was close 
to completing a second history book for Grades 5, 6 and 7, prepared by a team of 
teachers, students and historians.

FAILURE RATE AT UZ TO BE PROBED

/Text/ A commission of inquiry into the high failure rate at the University of 
Zimbabwe has been set up by the principal and vice-chancellor, Professor Walter 
Kamba. 


Besides investigating the failure rate the committee, chaired by the vice- 
principal, Dr P.M. Makhurane, a physicist, would recommend remedies, said 
Professor Kamba in an interview yesterday. 


“When I received reports of the results....I indicated my grave concern about 
the high failure rate in the university and felt it was necessary to look into 
the whole question thoroughly and try and identify the causes of such a failure 
rate and see how we can reduce it.” 


Giving an example from one first-year course, he said 38 people had passed, 17 
were allowed to write supplementary examinations before next term and 31 had been 
asked to repeat. 


Some disciplines had higher rates than others, with medicine showing some of the 
lowest rates--perhaps because of the very high entrance qualifications demanded. 


Higher 


Professor Kamba said failures could be the result of a number of factors, such 
as poor study techniques, poor preparation, teaching problems and marking systems. 


The rate of failure was higher than he would have expected from his experiences 
in British universities, which used a similar system. 


The committee would be inviting representatives from staff and students. 
Student representatives would be asked to submit ideas, but all in the 
university were welcome to write to the committee. 


The failure rate also meant scarce resources were being wasted. "We must make 


the most effective use of the resources available to both the university and 
the country.” 
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The university insisted on A level to ensure there was little wastage at 
university level and Professor Kamba said he had often called for closer 


co-operation between the university, the Ministry of Education and Culture and 
the schools. 


He was also worried about those asked to repeat. The Government did not give 
grants for repeat years. The students had no preferential entry to chosen 
courses and they could not live in residence. 


Apart from Dr Makhurane, other commission members are: Dr G. Lewis, an 
engineer; Professor Ann Seidman, an economist; and Dr A.J. Pongweni, a linguist.

CHIEFTAINSHIP CLAIMS--There were five, not three, houses in the Mutekedza chief- 
tainship and Mr Matuwenga Mutsikwiri, one of the claimants to the title, was no 
close relation of Chief Nyoka, Deputy Chief Wadesango Nyoka said yesterday. The 
chieftainship, in the Sabi North communal area of the Midlands, has been in dis- 
pute since the last Chief Mutekedza died in 1976. Members of the Chisvo and Mate- 
mai houses claim the chieftainship alternates between their houses. They agree 
there was a third house, the Nyoka, who branched off in the early 1920s to form a 
separate chieftainship and they agree this house was the senior of the Mutekedza 
houses. Deputy Chief Nyoka said there were two other houses--the Mutsikwiri and 
the Mukandatsama. The Mutsikwiri held the chieftainship once, about 60 years ago, 
and since then it has alternated between the Chisvo and the Matemai. Since the 
chieftainship was founded the Nyoka had held it twice, the Chisvo four times, the 
Matemai thrice and the Mutsikwiri once. The five houses were descended from the 
sons of the first Chief Mutekedza's five wives, he said.

FEWER JOBS--Employment growth in the manufacturing sector of 14.5 percent

increase in their labour forces, compared with 33 percent in an earlier survey 
in April.

Coke and breeze sales reached 218 825 tonnes, slightly up on 1980's total of 
215 454 tonnes.

December's coal sales 
came to 171 495 tonnes, showing a drop of 13 510 tonnes from November. But 
coke sales increased by almost 4 000 tonnes to 20 089 tonnes. There were no 
sales of breeze.

The main claim for $20,000 damages was against Lieut-General John 
Hickman, who was ordered to retire as army commander in March 1979. Claims 
against all the defendants, each sued "jointly and severally" with the Minister 

of Defence, totalled $63,000. A legal spokesman for Col Reid-Daly, now Officer 
Commanding the Transkei Army, said last week that negotiations had led to the 
defendants offering to meet their own legal costs if the action was withdrawn. 
Costs of the protracted action are said to rum into tens of thousands of dollars. 
The spokesman said that Col Reid-Daly had replied accepting the offer, stating his 
decision had been sclely dictated by his appointment as Transkei army commander. 
"The appointment prohibits me from continuing with this litigation and returning 
to this country to attend court," Col Reid-Daly stated.

POLYTECH COURSES--Salisbury Polytech js about to launch business courses specially 
designed for ex-combatants whose education suffered during the war. To meet the 
anticipated influx the student intake in the Department of Management Studies has 
been stepped up from 800 to 1,000. Similar increases in enrolments are being 
catered for in two other sections of the college's Division of Business Educa- 
tion--the Departments of Professional and Secretarial Studies. Extra classrooms 
are being built to accommodate the additional students, some of whom will be tak- 
ing new courses in Human Resources Management and Communications. These are 
intended as bridging courses for students needing to brush up on their basic edu- 
cation before registering for business training. Although the courses were 
designed specifically for ex-combatants they would be "open to all Zimbabwean 
citizens" if enrolments failed to come up to expectations. The spokesman said 
commerce and industry could assist by sending their employees for training on a 
day-release basis rather than for evening courses. "Students coming in the 
evenings are tired after their day's work and are less receptive to teaching,"

Worst hit in last week's mass dismissals were part-time 
domestics to whom the new law required employers to pay at least 90 percent of 

the legislated $50 minimum. A survey in Salisbury yesterday at blocks of flats 
where most part-time domestics work, showed that while only a few were given a 
month's notice and would be stopping work at the end of this month, the majority 
were dismissed summarily.
